I mean, he gives us a very exact Deſcription of the 
Death and Buria! of this Godly King, by them ſoft 
Hieroglyphical expreſſions uſualin Scripture, of falling 


aſleep, of being lay d unto his Fathers, and Seeing Cor- 


ruption. With this glorious Encomium and Commen- 
dation, ſo long after his Death; that before his De- 


partnre ; during the time of his life, had firſt Served his 


own Generation after the Will of God.

13th Chap. But alſo demonſtrated to their Conſciences, 
ont of the Holy Promiſcs and Propheſies, made untothe

Ge. verſes makes a Citation to this purpoſe, not onely 
of Pſal. 2. 7. and Iſa. 55. 3. but likewiſe of Pſal. 16. 10. 
in which Jatter place is ſpoken of the Redeeming of the 
Soul from Hell, and how the Lord will not Suffer his 
holy one to ſee Corruption Which our great, and in ex- 
plaining the Scriptures, Mighty Apoſtle, will by no 
means have to be underſtood, of the Firſt and Mortal

Thoſe Virtuous Princes, 
who like ſo many Suns ſucceſſively caſt forth their 
Beams of Royal Bounty, over the reſt of the Living, aud 
make at the ſame time to tremble vith their Majeſtick 
Awe, and Royal Splendor, the whole Earth 2 Thoſe 


glorious Men, whoſe exalted ſtate 1s neareſt to Heaven, 


being its Vicegerents, from whence they are endowed 
with Power, Honour, and Majeſty; whoſe Thrones ap- 
pear ſo firmly ſettled upon Foundations of Wealth and 
Strength of Arms, which one would think could laſt to 
all Eternity: > How ! I ſay, muſt they for all that die, 
and from their Thrones of Glory, deſcend to the Pit of 
Darkneſs, and be made the Subjects of Corruption, and 
a Prey to Vermine? Yes, indeed Chriſtians, thus it 1s! 
None of all Mankind is here exempted, a ſorrowful Ex- 
perience daily teaches the fame, it is the Arbitrary Pow- 
er of that Sovereign King of Terrors, Death, who for 
our Treſpaſſes has received this ſevere right from an, 
offended God, over our Anceſtors and all Poſterity ; 
by which his Strength exceeds all Earthly Powers, who 
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at no time or place makes any diſtinction, but cuts off 
all Mankind where-ever he meets with them in the 
Land of the Living: That inexorable Tyrant, whowith- 
out any regard takes to his Realm and dark Dominions, 
the Inhabitants of the Earth, and ſo cruelly diſſolves 
that lovely Union betwixt Soul and Body, not ſhowing 
the leaſt Compaſſion, when he unties that tender Bond 
of Love, in which theſe two Friends have lived in the 
ſweeteſt harmony fo many Years. That common Mur- | 
therer, who gocs round all the Land, viſiting as well the 
High Palaces, and fortified Places of-the mighty Princes 
and Kings, as the Cottages of the Peaſants, and con- 
temptible Habitations of Beggars. I mean, he is the 
general Executor of that Righteous Vengeance which 
we with our Sins have provoked from Heaven; ſo ! 
that he goes where-ever he pleaſes, not queſtioning | 
whether it be unto High or Low, Rich or Poor, Young i 
or Old, Wiſe or Fooliſh; nay, what is more, Pious or 
Wicked, as we {ce in the Example of David, ſo that 
none can evade his fatal ſtroak; for by one Man Sin en- 
3 tred into the World, and Death by Sin, and ſo Death 
Nom.

5 A general Puniſhment, or rather Chaſtiſement, re- 
| maining upon all, after the Fall of Adam, terrible to 
the Wicked, who by that are taken out of the midſt of 
their Vanity and Idle Luſts to an Endleſs Miſery, and 
like Beaſts well fed, and fatted up with the Food of 
their Carnal Appetites, brought to the Eternal Slaugh- 
ter-Houſe of Hell; who are turned out of their World- 
ly Joy, to everlaſting Woe, where is Meeping without 
end, and eternal gnaſhing of Teeth, O dreadful Death to 
all ſuch! who would not tremble at the very thoughts 
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of it, and be filled with Terror and Amazement to ſee 


it even at a diſtance? They are for ever and ever un- 
happy, and can have no reſt, but are in Eternal Anguiſh

But contrarywiſe is it with the Pious and Godly,

B 2 Truly, 
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Truly, the Death of ſuch is nothing elſe; no Com- 
pariſon can be made better to expreſs the Nature of the 
ſame ; for like as Sleep is natural to all Men, and no 
Mortal can avoid it; even ſo this improper Sleep, 
Death, is univerſal! throughout all Mankind, they muſt 
all for ſome ſpace of time lie dead in their Reſting- 

places; for what Mam 7s he that liveth and ſhall not ſee 
Death 2 Shall he deliver his Soul from the Hand of the 
Grade? When it is appointed unto Men once to die, and 
- this the Fudgment. Even as all Mortals naturally 
eep, ſo muſt they all naturally die: In Sleep all lies a 
reſting, and our outward Senſes are without their uſu- 
al daily Motions ; fo is it in Death, there all our Corpo- 
ral Actions ceaſe, and all the parts of our Body lie ſtill 
and uſeleſs, without the leaſt ſtirring. Like as in the 
Natural Sleep, our Souls do notwitſtanding the reſt and 
uſeleſneſs of the Body, never ceaſe in their Life and 
Actions, as the remembrance of our Dreams clearly 
7 proves; even fo in Death our immortal Soul remains in 
Y Action, alive in God; the Body is given over to Cor- 
Wcc1.12.7. ruption, but the Spirit returns unto God, who gave it. 
| | Our Sleep is of that nature, that it overcomes us very 
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often unawares, before we do. expect it; alſo Death 
comes on a ſudden, a great many times, when People 
think it to be afar of, and live very careleſly in their Car- 


# nal Security; then, comes often times this pale-fac'd 
x Meſſenger, ſurpriſes and ſummons them to appear be-

gone ; even ſo none of the Living deſire more to de- 
part, "and to be with Chriſt, than the Saints, who com- 
monly come ont of great Tribulation: who, in this wick- 
ed World, have ſuffered fo many Adverſities, and for 5 
their beſt ſhare, have had in it but Labour and Sorrow ; __— 93 
who. for this reaſon, forget ihoſe things which are behind, 
and are reaching forth unto thoſe things which are before + Eph. 30 
And are like a Servant who earneſtly deſires the Shadow, Fob 7. 3 
and looſes. for the end of his Nor. Then they begin firſt” 
to reſt, when they have attained that happy Night in 
their Graves : ; then they begin to be quiet in a ſweet 
Reſt of Joy, not knowing the leaſt of Pain ; nay then 
they are really happy; a Voice from Heaven! it ſelf was 
heard to ſay, Bleſſed are the Dead which die in the Loreal, 
from henceforth, yea] ſaith the Spirit, that they muy have” 
reſt from their Labours, and their Works do follow them. mY

ANA WAS LAID UNTO HIS FATHERS, Ge. Now: 
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No follows the Burial of this Pious King, fo long 
fince gone to reſt in the Lord; or the Deſcription, in 
what manner, his Body ſo fallen aſleep, after having 
commended his Spirit into the Hands of God, has been 
delivered to the dark Grave; where we might fay a 

great deal of the Manners and Cuſtoms of the Oriental 
People, and other Nations; how ſome of them were 

uſed to burn the Bodies of their deceaſed Friends and 

Relatives to Aſhes, which they afterwards very canti- 

ouſly kept in certain Veſlels, by them called Urns: And 

others to Embalm them, with precious Ointments and 

Aromatick Spices, to preſerve them from a ſpeedy Cor- 

ruption, having certain Caverns or Cells under Ground, 

with Lamps continually lighted, to attend the ſame, as 
they fancy'd, to repreſent therewith an Immortality: 

But our time is at preſent too ſhort, and beſides, the 

Gricf of this Day will not permit me to enlarge my 
Diſcourſe any further thereon. The Jews, had for the 
moſt part the fame way with us, we always read in 
y Scripture; he died, fell aſleep, and was buried, or laid 
unto his Fathers. We find no where many other Cir- 
cumſtances or Ceremonies ; they buried commonly in 
Stones and Graves cut out of ſtrong Rocks, as their 
Writers teach us, and amongſt others ſhows the Grave 
. of the Jew, Joſeph of Arimath-a, in which our Saviour 
was laid; wherein the Richer People, doubtleſs, did 
exceed in Splendor, the poorer and lower ſort, eſpeci- 

ally the Mighty amongſt them, the Kings and Princes; 
= as it is ſtill at this day: In theſe ſorts of Graves they 
were given over to Corruption, nothing more being 
= faid in Scripture about the ſame, no other mention is 
1 any where made of the Burying of David, but that, 
He ſept with his Fathers, ant was buried in ihe City of . 
David; in all probability, after a Royal manner, with 
3 EY | precious 
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precious Spices, and Ceremonies becoming ſuch a rich 
and ſplendid Court: And the ſame words are made uſe 
of, to expreſs the Burial of that greateſt and wiſeſt of 
Kings, Solomon, and alſo of other Kings, buried amongſt , Kin 
the People of Iſrael, Our Text, likewiſe tells us no 43. 
more, but that he was laid unto his Fathers. But why 
unto his Fathers? why do the holy People of the firſt. 
times under the Law always ſo inſtantly deſire to reſt in 
the Burying-places of their Fathers? Was it a Humane

Land of Earthly Canaan, for a Pledge of Aſſurance, 
and Repreſentation of the Heavenly One ; and for this. 
very reaſon, was it reckon'd a great Bleſſing of the 
Lord, to live and die in the ſame.

Iſrael and all their Land was Holy, and diſtinguiſhed- 
from the Gentiles; therefore were they all inclined, to

(which i is well, the common way of all) are reduced to 
Duſt and Aſhes. by ſabterranean Vapours and the craw- 
ling Vermin, in order, that they may become (after the 
Command of an offended God) what they were in their 
Original, Duſt and Aſhes, and rei ern unto the Ground out 
of which they were taken : Of which the Apoſtle gives us 
great light, when he argues fo ſoundly to his Corinthi- 
ans, in comparing the ſame with a bare Grain, which 
before it can be quickened, and bring forth its Fruit in 
the Harveſt, muſt firſt die in the Earth; even ſo, ſays 
he, is it with our dead Bodies, they muſt firſt be 3 
in the common Field, the Farth, and putrifie there, in 
order to riſe again at that great Day of Harveſt, where 
the Angels are the Reapers. and the Ungodly, the Fares, 
ſhall be thrown into an Eternal Fire; and the Saints, 
the good Fruit, or Wheat, thall be gathered into Spiri- 
tual Barns of Joy, the Habitations i in Heaven ; that they 
may riſe (I ſay) more glorious than they were in their 
firſt miſerable ſtate; for it is quite another thing after

For all he was ſuch a great and mighty King upon this 
 Þ Earth, and his Corps doubtleſs anointed and preſerved 
. WW with the beſt of Spices, againſt Corruption; yet, his 
lech and Bones are all at "laſt returned to Aſhes, by 
hich means he was brought into the Duſt of Death; and 
has, as ſays our Text, SEEN CORRUPTION. But, 
how ſeen Corruption? when the uſe of his outward Sen- 
es and Limbs, and fo by conſequence, of his Eyes, did 
ceaſe: Row can a Man fee in the Grave? This way of 
ſpeaking is uſual with the old Fathers, and fo here in 
our Text, only, to ſignifie the ſureneſs of the Corrup- 
tion of all that die: Like as a thin g, which we have be- 
held with our Eyes, is ſo ſure and true to us, that no 
body is able to make us believe otherwiſe; ſo likewiſe, 
is it with the dead Bodies of Mankind, ſo ſure is their 
Corruption, and in particular, this of our King David, 
| who has actually ſecn Corruption, though not with his 
open Eyes. to behold it, yet, with all the parts of his 
Body, Fleſh, Skin and Bones, which in themſelves have 
telt and undergone Corruption: So we read of ſeeing

Lewis; the only means to preſerve the Liberties of 
Europe, and the Temporal Welfare of the Flock of 
Chriſt | 

But, how has the great King Milliam more particularly 
and properly ſerved his own Generation? even, no less 
than David, King of Ifrac!, with the ſame Zeal, Fidelity, 
and good Succeſs ; us he was choſen by the Lord to it, fo 
did he ſhew in his tender Years great tokens of Maturity, 
and an Heroick Spirit. Before he was a General, and 
long before he wore the Royal Crown he could no 


ways bear the defyivg Reproach of the Armies of the 


Living God, made to a Proteſtant Church and Repub- 
lick, by one not much unlike the Uncircumciſed Giant: 


he wanted only the Power and Government in hand to 


execute his glorious Intentions, and no ſooner had 
Providence. inveſted him with it, but he gave a fatal 
blow to that boaſting French Goliah, that he was for- 
ced to quit the Borders of Iſrael which he had before 
invaded, which gave new life to the Church and Chri- 
ſtian People. In ſhort, all his glorious Victories, and 
Heroick Actions, the many Battles, and  Indefatigable 
Campaigns, the bloody Fields wherein he formerly. has 
been engaged with his Enemies, give of his true Ser— 


vice ſufficient evidence. When not many Years ſince,

Troubles or Intricacies that happened! in his way, al- 
ways of one Mind to promote the Glory of God's 
Church, and Safety of his People; nay! I want words 
and time to deſcribe his innumerable Virtues according 
to their Merit and Glory : His Thoughts were Day and 
Night employ'd for the Welfare of his Subjects, and 
beſides, he never ſnunn d any Labours or Bodily Fatigue, 


for he himſelf with Sword in Hand, went forth to - 


meet the Hoſts, and drove away the Armies of the An- 
tichriſt, the Spiritual Philiſtines. Upon all occaſidns, 
whether of Council or Action, he expoſed himſelf to 


the Danger of the Seas, the raging Waves not being 


able to reſiſt his Royal Courage, or to extinguiſh his 
fervent Teal, which at laſt, by the Bleſſing of God, 
proved ſo ſucceſsful. as to procure an agreeable Peace 
to Europe.

» comium'! Even as David, ſo has he inſtituted many 
wholſome Laws during his Reign, he loved in his 
Kingdom Right and Righteouſnets, and hated Wicked- 
neſs ; he was an Exemplar to his Subjects of Tempe- 
rance, Humility, and true Piety: In a word, he had 
all that may be called Godly and Royal, and by virtue 
of theſe Perfections has fulfilled ſo wonderfully the 
Will and Council of his God; and fo our 
- William the Third, after he had ſerved his own Genera- 
tion, by the Will of God, fell aſieep, was laid unto his 
Fat here, and ſees Corruption.
